PROBLEM ‘OF 


Experience resultant from trips

specially in foggy weather. With 
passenger ships the matter is dif- 
ferent, and it is essential that 
travellers should not be disturbed 
|by noise, for many will not travel 
on.a ship which does not meet 
their requirements in this respect. 

The: problem is, therefore, of the 
firat_ commercial importance, and 
although there is little to Corm- 
plain of In most motor passenger 
liners, an improvement might, with 
advantage, be. effected, so far as 
machinery noise is concerned, on

ITS INTRODUCTION. 
John Elder’ 8 Influence Does the Trick. | 


The compound steam engine firat 
made its appearance on jand, In 
the 'thirties and ‘forties, it began 
to be fitted to small vesaels, but it 
was not till John Elder began his 
work in the 'fifties that the com- 
pound engine came to be used for 
sea-going ships. His work, indeed, 
proved revolutionary. 


Career of ‘Elder. Vo 


Elder was born at Glasgow, .on 
March 8, 1824, being the third son 
of David Elder (1785-1866), .who 
was manager for 
Robert Napier. Educated at Glas- 
gow High’ School, he served an ap- 
prenticeship. to Napier, and about 
the age of 24 became -his chief 
draughtsman. In 1852, he became 
a partner with Charles Randolph 
and thus founded a firm first known 
us Randolph, Elder and. Company, 
then as John Elder and Company, 
and latterly as the Fairfield Ship- 
building. and Engineering Company. 
The partnership lasted till 1868, 
when Randolph retired. Elder 
himself died in the following year, 
at the early-age of 45. He had, 
however, done notable work in con- 
nection with the construction of 
ships and engines. /and.is generally 
regarded as the chief pioneer of the 
marine compound engine. When 
in 1888 his statue in Govan Park 
was unveiled,‘it was said “by his 
muny inventions, particularly in 
connection with the ‘compound en- 
gine, he effected a revolution in en- 
gineering second only to that ac- 
complished by James Watt, and .in 
greht measure originated the deve- 
lopments in steim propulsion which 
has created modern commerce.” 

In January, 1853, Elder and 
Randolph took out a patent “for an 
arrangement of compound engines 
adapted for the driving of the screw 
propeller. The engines are vertical, 
direct-acting ‘and geared. The 
pistons of the high-and low-pressure 
cylinders move in contrary direc- 
diametrically op- 


diminution of strain. and friction.” 
Thig patent was followed by others 
relating to the same Subject, and inj,, 
1862 Elder secured a patent cover- 
ing three-cylinder, triple-expansion, 
and four-cylinder quadruple-expan- 
“for steam of very 
high original pressure.” The first 
set of engines constructed to the 
original patent was fitted in the 3.3. 
Brandon, which on trial was found 
to have a coal consumption of 344 
Two years 


later, the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company,-‘whose vessels were em- 
ployed on the west.coast of South 
America, where coal was expensive, 
placed an order with the’ firm for 
fitting compound engines in the new 
paddlewheel vessels Inca and Valpa- 
raiso. 
led to the Lima, Bogota and Callao, 
of the same company, being sent 
home to be re-engined with com- 
pound ‘engines.

Boy Scouts’ in the International 
Settlement at Shanghai are doing 
their bit during the Sino-Japanese 
crisis, Since the beginning of the 
state of emergency they have risen 
splendidly to the opportunity of 
putting into practice their training,| 
for service and of doing their daily 
good turn on a grand scale. 
Reports which have juat reached. 
Boy Scouts International 
Bureau in London tell how these. 
beys of all nations, in the Interna- 
tional Setglement, have been work- 
ing day and night so that the men 
could devote themselves to the or- 
ganisation of the defence. Lord 
Baden-Powell, the Chief Scout, and 
Mr. Hubert Martin, the Interna- 
tional Commissioner, have sent 
messages to the Boy Scouts of 
Shanghai congratulating them and 
encouraging them in thelr task of 
service. 

On Thursday, January 28, Mf. C. 
F, Millington, Commissioner of the 
British section of Boy ‘Scouts in 
Shanghai, received a request from 
Colonel N. B. B, Thoms, Comman-. 
dant of the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps, for 12 Scouts with bicycles 
to act as messengers at the Corps 
Headquarters, The boys were on 
duty day and night with reliefs, 
some doing day and some night 


So successful were they that two 
days later orders were issued for 
the mobilisaticn of all possible 
Scouts at a temporary Headquar- 
tera in the Avenue ‘Edouard’ ‘VII; 
under the District Scoutmaster, 
Mr. Noel §. Jacobs, to carry out 
teaks the Volunteer Corps could not 
undertake. The orders stated that 
they would not be used for dan- 
gerous work, but merely for carry- 
ing messages inside the conceasions 
on bicycles or on foot, For the in- 
formation of parents it was’ stated 
that the Scouts would be on duty 
eight hours and then off for forty 
hours. Only boys of 12 years and 
more would be utilised for outdoor 
work, while those tinder 12 would 
be kept indoors at all times. 

Ninety. Scouts were mobilised 
and arranged in watches, Since 
then some 40 have been on duty 
at a time, and the headquarters 
have been transferred to the 
Municipal Administration Building.
